THE SHIPPING TRADE OF 
BANGKOK. 

The Custom Houso figures for last year 
(says tho Banykok Times) record a. very 
Jargo growth in tho aniount of shipping fre- 
quonting the port of Bangkok, The num- 
bar of steamers cleared inwards increased 
by 146 as compared with 1901, and-the 
topnage increased by 86,549. The year 
saw a futher step taken towards tho 
elimination of British shipping ag a factor 
of importance in Bangkok harbour. ‘The 
British flag is no longer even necond in the 
morcantile fleet here ; it is raduced to the 
position of 8 bad third, Ant yet the 
fenture of ths year was not the advance of 
Germany towards the predominant place 

once held by Great Pritain in the shipping 
of Bangkok ; if waa the phonamenal riso in 
the number of Norwegian steamére. The 
number of German yegscls increased, it is 
true, but notin proportion to the increase 
of the shipping of the port, while the Nor. 
weigan steamers, which numbered 18 in 
19/0, and 90 in 1901, rose to 206 Inst year, 
Of the stcamors cleared inwards last. year 
44h per cent. wero under the Gorman flag 
{47 per cent. in 1901); 294 por cent. were 
under the Norwegian flag (154 per cent. in 
1901); 14} per cont. wero under the British 
Hag (26 por cent. in 1901); over 44 ‘per 
cent. were under the Siamcsy flag ; a little 
under 4 per cont. were under the French 

fag ; and the rest were divided nmong seven 

other nativnalities, Of the steam tonnage 
nearly 68 per cont. was German, close on 24 
percent. was Norwegian, a little over 13 per 
cont. was British, and nearly 2 per cent 
was Fronch. Aaregurds the value of tho 


cargoes, 54 per cent. of tho imports was 
carried in German bottoms, as compared 
with 68 per cent. in 1901 ; ever 22 per cont. 
in Norwogian as against 10 per cent, the 
year before ; nearly 18 perecunt, in British 
as compared with 27 'per cent, in 1901 ; 

and over 1 percent. in Siamexo, Fronch 
steamers brought only about 4 por cont. 
of the importa, Tho exports were divided 
somewhat differently ; over 514 per cent. 
of the’ total value was despatched in 
German veasels (61 per cent. in LOOL), over 
31 por cent..in Norwegian (20 per cunt, in 
1901), and over 13 per cont. in British (23 
per cent in 1901), the Danish being tho 
next most important class with about 1} 
per cent of tho total, Roughly, then 
it may be said that Gorman shipping did 
no moro than retain the advantage it gained 
in the previous two or three yeare, while 
the Norwegian dug captured quite a third 
of the trade that was Britsb in 1901. It
